De mare*:, 02 yearn of age, living' with 
his father aud m other and two sisters 
and tw o brothers on Sixth street in this 
city, on Friday afternoon cut the throat 
of his ag* d motlier, who lay sick in bed 
w ith the grip, and then cut his own 
throat from ear to ear, each dying in­ 
stantly.

Mr. Stockton's nar- 
ralive follows: 
In the fall bf I SSS the steamship 
Banda, from Southampton, was running1 
along the southern coast of Long Island, 
not many hours from port, when she 
was passed by one of tho great british 
liners, outward bound. The tide was 
high, and the course of both vessels 
i was nearer the coast than is usual— 
that of the Sunda being inside of the 
other. 
As the two steamers passed each 
Other there was a great waving of hats 
and 
handkerchiefs. 
Suddenly there 
was a scream from the Sunda. It came 
from Signora Rochita, the prima donna 
of an opera troupe which was coming 
, to America in that ship. 
“I have lost my bracelet,” she cried, 
in Italian, and then turning to the pas­ 
sengers she repeated the cry in very 
good English. 
The situation was Instantly compre­ 
hended by every one. It was late in 
the afternoon; the captain had given a 
grand dinner to 
the passengers, at 
which the prima donna appeared in ail 
her glories of ornamentation, and the 
greatest of these glories, a magnificent 
diamond bracelet, was gone from the 
arm with which she had been enthu 
elastically waving her lace handker­ 
chief. 
Tile second officer, who was standing

I had^a copy of the chart, and, hav­ 
ing hired a small schooner with several 
men who had been my assistants be­ 
fore, and taking with me all the neces­ 
sary accoutrements and appliances, I 
set out for the spot indicated, and by 
afternoon we were anchored, we be­ 
lieved, at it, or very near it. I lost 
time in descending. 
I wore, of course, 
the usual diver's suit, but I took with 
me no tools, nor any of the implements 
used by divers when examining wrecks, 
but carried in my right hand a brilliant 
electric lamp, connected with a power­ 
ful battery on the schooner. I held this 
by an insulated handle, in which there 
were two little knobs, by which I could 
light or extinguish it. 
The bottom was hard and smooth, 
and lighting my lamp I began to look 
about me. If I approached the brace­ 
let I ought to be able to see it sparkle, 
but after wandering over considerable 
space I saw no sparkles nor anything 
like a bracelet. Suddenly, however, 
saw something which greatly interested 
me.

He is the slime man, no less honest, just 
as good a citizen, would make just as 
good a mayor, but be is a candidate be­ 
cause a number of citizens, of both pan­ 
ties, asked him by feigning a call, instead 
of being the candidate of a party con­ 
vention.

“ This being the only objection to mayor 
S t. John let us inquire whether there 
are any reasons in his favor. 
“ While his general 'career would rec­ 
ommend him to the people for re-elec­ 
tion Ihtro is one official act which of it­ 
self ought to insure his success. 
“ His action upon the license question 
not only settled a vexed question but 
resulted in much benefit to the tax­ 
payers. 
“ Mayor Bt. John recognized the fad 
that saloon keepers have and would sell 
at wholesale, although they declined to 
take cut a wholesale license, and he said 
to them, “knowing this I require you to 
take this wholesale license.’’ and forty- 
three of them complied, paying two hun­ 
dred dollars each. Now what did this 
accomplish? First, it most effectually 
preveutei 
forty-three saloon keepers 
from violating the law by sailing*, at 
wholesale without a wholesale license 
Beoond, and perhaps of more importance, 
to the tax payer, it put eight thousand 
six hundred 
dollars into 
the 
city 
treasury 
and lessened 
the 
taxes 
jis t 
that much. 
In other words 
by that official aoi Mayor b t. John con­ 
tributes over eight thousand dollars to 
the tax payers of the City. By that act 
he paid more than on8-fifth of the annual 
city tax. That tax amounts to about 
forty thousand dollars, for eight thou­ 
sand six hundred cf that the mayor gave 
a receipt to the people by compelling sa­ 
loon keepers to do their business as the 
law req cires. He paid by that aot, one- 
fifth or 20 per cent of every tax payer’s 
assessment. 
Every tax payer who went 
to the city treasurer’s office during the 
last year found cne-fifth of his tax paid. 
If he paid sixteen dollars he would have 
paid twenty if the mayor had lacked the 
courage to ask as ho did. Again there 
are Beven sepetalo fonds raised by the 
oily taxation, namely:
